The gap between what people 
earn and what they have to pay for 
housing is why we need food banks. 
People pay the rent and then short 
themselves on money for food and 
other necessities. It’s because of this 

gap that agencies like the Mustard 
Seed feed 500 men, women, youth, 
and children each day. 

Most workers earn more than 
minimum wage. But minimum 
wage, set by the province, becomes 
the standard by which other wages 
are measured. Does that mean all 
those good church folk, social work- 
ers, and volunteers who feed the 
poor are in fact subsidizing business- 
es and employers who don’t pay a 
living wage? Are they silently acqui- 
escing to the policies of a govern- 
ment thatis as mean as Scrooge? 

We have built an elaborate set of 
temporary “camps” in Calgary to 
house the poorest of the poor. In total 
there are now 43 agencies, such as 
the Drop-In Centre, the Salvation

The good news is that only (only?) 
127 of those homeless people actual 
ly spent the night on the street or in a 
makeshift camp in a park. The rest 
bedded down in one of the shelters 
detox centres, hospital emergency 
departments, or police cells. 

Oil is going for more than $40 a 
barrel. Investors are carting money to 
the bank in wheelbarrows. Our 
provincial government boasts about 
its surpluses. Interest rates are at 
record lows. And yet a third of all 
renters in this city don’t earn enough 
to cover the rent and pay for food, 
household goods, clothing, trans- 
portation, childcare and other 

. No doubt some of those 
people will be homeless by the next 
count. 

I can’t help but think of that night 
in December 2001 when a drunken 
Ralph Klein caused a ruckus at one 
of Edmonton’s shelters for the home- 
less. The whole affair would likely 
not have come to light except one of 
the residents decided to tell the 
media. Who was he? Mark Shea, 26, 
recently arrived from Halifax. He 
actually had a job pumping gas 
(with a pay rate that didn’t nearly 
cover the cost of the average bache- 
lor apartment) so he was staying at 
the homeless shelter. 

Imagine... someone pumping, 
gasoline—the stuff that comes from 
our oil, the stuff that has made so 
many rich beyond belief, and that 
has enabled the government to pay 
off its debts—couldn’t afford to pay 
for a roof over his head. I bet he was 
really glad to hear that the Alberta 
government will soon be debt free.

Is America in “plausible denial’? 


SAN DIEGO—IT WAS LATE FALL 
2001, and the US cx quest of 
Afghanistan was nearly complete. A 
passel of foreign war correspondents 
milled about the lobby of the Hotel 
Tajikistan, waiting for the Tajik for- 
eign ministry to issue the permission 
papers we needed to pass the check- 
points between Dushanbe and the 
Afghan border so we could go on to 
cover the siege of Kunduz. I popped 
into the Soviet-vintage hotel's busi- 
ness centre to check my email. That’s 
when I met Jonathan Keith “Jack” 
Idema, the former Special Forces sol- 
dier charged on July 5 along with 
two other Americans for kidnapping, 
and torturing Afghans as part of an 
unauthorized, vigilante anti-Taliban 
operation run out of a private home 
in Kabul. 

“US. citizen Jonathan K. Idema 
has allegedly represented himself as 
an American government and/or 
military official,” the US military 
said in a statement. “The public 

_—should be aware that Idema does not 
represent the American government 
and we do not employ him.” 

That's their current story, anyway. 
Agents of the National Security 
Directorate, Afghanistan’s new intel- 
ligence agency, say they found eight 

starved Afghan detainees—three of 
them hanging by their feet—in 
Idema’s rented house in central 
Kabul, along with a few AK-47 rifles, 
and blood-soaked clothes. None of 
Idema’s prisoners were working

against the Karzai regime, so the 
NSD plans to release them. Idema, 
say Officials, was probably hoping to 
torture his victims into telling him 
the location of Osama bin Laden so 
he could collect a $25 million boun- 
ty 

Idema was nice at first, chatting me 
up with jittery intensity as he alter- 
nately identified himself as belonging 
to—or, more accurately, implying 
identification with—the CIA and US 
Special Forces. Griping about a 
Pentagon ban against supplying 
Northern Alliance forces with medical 
supplies, Idema slipped me a com- 
puter disc containing photos of grue- 
some wounds that had gone untreat 
ed because of the inhumane policy. 
He asked me to pitch a piece on the 
subject to my editors at The Village 
Voice, but with a caveat: “Don’t pub- 
lish those photos before talking to me 
first.” I promised that I wouldn't. “If 
you do,” he added, “you will die in 
great pain.” He went on at length 
about the special shadowy brother- 
hood of Green Berets past and pre- 
sent, and described how anyone who 
crossed them would be marked for 
death. I would never have broken my 
pledge, but J didn’t need a story that 
badly. I soon left for Afghanistan; so, 
eventually, did Idema. 


FAKE COPS 
“Kabul is brimming with plain- 
clothes agents and former military 
types working for private security 


firms,” notes The New York Times 
“United States Special Forces troops 
also move around unhindered in 
unmarked cars, sometimes looking 
like Afghans in Afghan clothes and 
beards, and sometimes more recog- 
nizable as Americans, in uniforms, 
baseball caps, and sunglasses.” This 
odd mix of the official and unofficial, 
public and private, was even more 
pronounced during November and 
December 2001 

You'd see them speeding around in 
SUVs with tinted windows and sip- 
ping tea with Afghan warlords and 
commanders, barrel-chested men in, 
their thirties and forties with short- 
cropped hair and accents from the 
South and Midwest. Ask them who 
they were or what they were up to 
and you'd get a broad, insolent grin. 


Besides, Afghanistan is a dangerous, 
unpleasant, and expensive place to 
live. No one would put in time there 
without good reason 

But there was no reliable way to 
know for certain. Roughly a hundred 
six-man Special Forces commando 
units, authorized to wear local garb, 
ignore standard rules of engagement, 
and otherwise apply 
tactics,” worked alongside a new CIA 
“Special Activities Division 
posed of about 150 retired fighters 
pilots, and specialists. These 800 men, 
not officially employed by the 
Pentagon, spearheaded the US war 
against the Taliban, coordinating air 
strikes, bribing Northern Alliance 
warlords, and allegedly supervising 
the massacre of thousands of Taliban 
POWs.

RAIDED BY A RENEGADE? 

Jack Idema reportedly retired from 
the Special Forces in 1992, and fought 
alongside the Norther Alliance in 
2001. He had enough money to buy 
goods and services at inflated war 
zone prices, not to mention references 
in the US military—and a lot of chutz- 
pah. He convinced Afghan cops to 
help him conduct raids. On three 
occasions he even got NATO's ISAF 
peacekeeping force to check buildings 
for mines and bombs. Admitted a 
duped NATO spokesman: “ISAF per- 

sonnel believed that [Idema] was 
what he purported to be, which was.a 
Special Operations agency and there- 
fore they believed they were provid- 
ing legitimate support to a legitimate 
security agency.” 

Beginning in Afghanistan and now 
in Iraq, the Bush Administration has 
assigned jobs previously carried out 
by the traditional uniformed military 
to private contractors, covert intelli- 
gence officers, and retired comman- 
dos. The idea is “plausible deniabili- 
ty”; should a character like Idema go 
too far, the government disavows his 
crimes as the acts of a renegade. Only 
Idema and the Pentagon will ever 
know the truth about his status. 

Unprecedented power has been 
placed in the hands of Soldier of 
Fortune types, to guys who carry 
grenades but not [Ds and don’t even 
bother to make up phony names. At 
Abu Ghraib prison in Baghdad, such 
men relied upon their anonymity— 
the prison’s commanding 
says that they refused to identify 
themselves to her—to deflect blame 
for their torture and rape of Iraqi

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Service (does anyone want to buy our 
shortwave radio?). Visit away, but don't 
forget to stop by the Radio 4. Named 
the UK’s radio station of the year for 
2004, it's dedicated to “Intelligent 
Speech.” 

Your parents 
won't let you listen to a bunch of com- 
munist homosexuals?

where. For fourth-year Emily Carr 
Institute of Art and Design student 
Laura Kozak, it was at a house in 
Garneau. Kozak, who is studying 
mixed media sculpture, also has an 
interest in curating, which she has 
been cultivating while working as an 
intern at Latitude 53 over the last 
several months. 

“This is the first show that I’m 
curating, It’s called Launch Pad, and 
it’s drawings—from memory—of 
the first place that an artist lived.” 

There are nine local emerging 
artists participating: Jenika 
Sobolewska, Matthew Golden, 
Elizabeth Hudson, Denys Yuen, 
Eva Sofia Garcia, Riley Broderick, 
Brandy Burdeniuk, Michael 
Noppers and Kozak herself, who 
have submitted drawings. And the 
connection between childhood _ 
homes and being an emerging 
artist is very clear. 

“The thing is that all the artists in 
the show are in their early or mid 
20s, either leaving their parents’ 
house for the first time or at least 
not being able to visit as much. 
There's a real feeling of displace- 
ment when you can’t go back home 
or want things to stay the same. 

“| wanted to look at spaces that 
people knew really well but not 


something that they could neces- 
sarily access right now. I didn’t 
want the actual Spaces to interrupt 
the thought process. A house is 
really a place to situate a memory.” 

As such, it’s a kind of impc ssible 
nostalgia, not for a physical place 
but for feelings about a time in the 
artists’ lives. For example, Eva Sofia 
Garcia produced “Three small 
very weird” works, images of a 
household objects like a mousetrap 
or a cupcake, accompanied by text 
such as, “Fumigation day meant 
we had to play outside.” 

As the opening night approach- 
es, Kozak expects more such evoca- 
tive imagery to arrive

Brooches/Pins: These are an easy 
outfit topper because you can com- 
pile them in combos and use them 
on pretty much any wardrobe piece 
for weeks until they break.

WHAT MAKES HAROLD AND 
Kumar Go to White Castle different 
from other lowbrow comedies like 
Dude, Where's My Car? 

Kal Penn: It’s completely unheard of 
for an Asian American to get a lead- 
ing role. Both John and I have 
played these sort of sidekicky guys 
in other films before, so for both of 
us it was really, really nice to get this 
film. | know when I first read it I was 
like, “Well, good luck getting it 
sold,” just because I was so cynical 
from not getting all these roles. 

John Cho: It’s obvious to anyone 
that goes to the movies or turns on 
the TV that there’s a dearth of quali- 
ty parts for Asians in Hollywood. 


John, you've got a degree from 
Berkley in English Lit, and Kal, you 
went through a high-profile arts 
program in New Jersey, but what 
have your experiences in 
Hollywood been like? 

Penn: When | trained to be an actor, 
you don't sit there and go, “Wow, 
I’m training to be an Indian actor,” 
or anything like that. When I moved 
to L.A. I went to my first audition for 
the part of some commercial, the 
lady literally said to me when I 
walked in, “Hey where's your tur- 
ban?” I was like, “What?!?” and I 
started to explain to her that I don’t 
wear a turban, I’m not Sikh, blah 
blah blah, and she cut me off in the 
middle of the explanation and said, 
“Well can you go home a put a bed 
sheet on your head or something 
because we want you to look 
Indian.” That was my first exposure 
to what it was going to be like. 

Cho: I went after a small part ina 
film called Big Fat Liar, that movie 
with Frankie Muniz... I arrive at the 
audition and it’s the part of a Hong 
Kong film director with a thick 
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accent, and I don’t think it was writ- 
ten maliciously... but since it was a 
comedy aimed a young market, 
even though I didn’t think the 
accent was played for laughs, I 
thought that people would laugh at 
it anyway, and | didn’t want chil- 
dren to ever think an accent was 
funny—in and of itself. I didn’t 
want to contribute to that. 


So what did you do about it? 

Cho: I gota call the next day and I 
was offered the part. I said please 
tell them no, and I explained to 
them why. The director ends up 
calling me back and asks me, “Why 
don’t you want to do this role?” and 
[explained it to him and he said, 
“Oh, why don’t we try something 
different. Come in, we'll do some- 
thing without an accent, I’ll show it 
to the producers and we'll see if we 
can get approval.” All that happens 
and the producers approve the 
part—a whole different thing that 
didn’t have an accent. What makes 
me happy about that is not only did 
I not have to do that character; the 
role wasn’t done by anyone that 
way. If everyone says no to an offen- 
sive role, then it can’t be done. The 
problem is there’s always somebody 
that says yes to it. 


How do you deal with that? 

Cho: I have to follow that up by say- 
ing that my career has been unusu- 
al, that I haven't got very typical 
parts for two reasons I think. One: 
I’ve worked very hard at avoiding 
them. Ever since | started acting I’ve 
had a litmus test for whether I was 
willing to take a part or not, which is 
if 12-year-old me saw me on TV 
doing this role, would a 12-year-old 
me be OK with it? If [the part is] a 
waiter, that’s fine; If it’s a waiter 







could colour an indifferent film industry 


with a thick Chinese accent doing 
something funny in a Chinese 
restaurant, that’s not OK. So 12- 
year-old-me has guided my career 
that way. 

I’ve also been lucky. It was a 
strange curse at the beginning that | 
didn’t look tough enough to get 
gangster roles, and I didn’t know 
any martial arts, so I couldn’t do any 
of those things, so just by circum- 
stance I've had a different career 
path and done non-traditional roles 
and that’s been a blessing for me. 


Why did you guys agree to be in 
this film? 

Penn: The thing for me was that | 
didn’t think there was anything 
overwhelmingly ethnic about either 
one of them. It’s a story about these 
two all-American guys and their 
ethnicity didn’t really drive the plot 
of the film but it also wasn’t 
ignored. I thought that was cool. 


How do you feel about the fact that 
the characters were written by a 
couple of white dudes? 

Penn: The writers were surprising!) 
accurate. They had a really diverse 
group of friends growing up, and 
one of the reasons they wrote the 
film with the characters committed 
to being two Asian American dudes 
was that people who looked like 
their friends came in for like a 
minute and then left. They were 
like, “Dude, in real life our friends 
don’t come in for just a minute and 
then leave.” 


How do you feel about the slacker 
pothead stereotype? 

Cho: I thought in a way it was really 
democratic. The movie isn’t really a 
polemic, it’s just a funny movie. | 
don’t mean to dodge it. sai answer it 
this way. I think the movie =... 
about propping up stereotypes, th 
knocking them down. It doesn’t 
necessarily subscribe to them. It 
plays with them.

T! here’s a tangible 
sense of vulnerability and danger 
in the Bourne Supremacy that raises 
the stakes in a way that Bond 
movies can’t. 

When Jason has to jump from 
high up, he gets hurt and has to 
deal with a limp. Indestructible 
James, however, made love to 
Halle Berry on a wood floor cov- 
ered in diamonds in the last Bond 
movie. Bourne is a passionate one- 
woman kinda guy who's doesn’t 
have time to sip martinis and wom- 
anize because these things aren’t 
important when you're in constant 
peril. 

He even seems like, just maybe, 
he could be a real guy—thanks 
much to the rawness Matt Damon 
brings to Bourne. As a celebrity the 
guy gets dumped on a lot, but he 
plays that role to the bone. 

This time his character is tryin; 
to further unravel the mystery of 
who he really is after assassins pay 
a visit to his nightmare-plagued 
(but otherwise quiet life) “off the 
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constantly bob, streak, and change, 
filling the frame with motion to the 
degree that you can’t see what the 

hell is going on but you feel nause- 
ated. 

A little nausea is better than 
being sick to death of an entire 
franchise, though. D’oh, Jaaames...

SCREW THE MOVIES; IF YOU 
want to meet the real Spider-Man, 
he’s crawling up the walls in his 
crazy pajamas here, amid this psy- 
chedelic mayhem. This is the “60s 
webslinger, bugged by human prob- 
lems and basically swinging alone in 
a world that seems to randomly reject 
him, thanks largely to confused Daily 
Bugle editor-in-chief J. Jonah Jameson. 
But the long and dedicated journey I 







took through more than 19 hours of 
cartoons revealed some interesting 
footnotes. 

For its ITV lunchtime nostalgia 
value alone, this collection is a stun- 
ningly familiar one, and anyone pick- 
ing it up will soon appreciate the pas- 
tel beauty of the first season's back- 
drops as easily as the legendary jazz 
score by Bob Ellis and the truly fantas- 
tic voice work of Canadians Paul Soles 
(Spidey), Paul Kligman (J,J.) and 
Bernard “Bunny” Cowen, the show’s 
narrator. 

The first season (created in 1966), 
followed a pretty standard dirty joke 
format, where baddie X would show 
up, pull three capers that Jonah 
would blame Spidey for, then get 
stopped by our lovable superhero. 
This first year contains almost all the

best episodes, like the one with the 
car-eating robot. Its simplicity—if 
silly—makes for good viewing, grip- 
pingly unpredictable thanks to only 
loose allegiance to logic. For example, 
the Daily Bugle seems to be entirely 
run by three people: Jameson, Parker 
and sexy-as-cinnamon secretary Betty 
Brant. Jameson, in turn, also seems to 
be in control of the police. Whenever 
any villain such as the Green Goblin, 
the Lizard or Parafino pulls a caper, 
Jameson gets a call that freelance pho- 
tographer Parker overhears and runs 
off to deal with as Spidey, resulting 
in the whiny editor bemoaning 
teenagers. 

There is such fun simplicity in this 
slightly tweaked formula, it’s practi- 
cally musical. And the one-note goals 
of the villains, such as the Rhino 
stealing gold to make a statue of him- 
self (which he nonetheless tries to 
frame Spidey for), are deeply enter- 
taining. Another hilarious example is 
Ms. Trubble, who looses murderous 
Greek statues on the public in order 
to convince Jameson to take her on as 
a mythology columnist. Come to 
think of it, that *is* how I got hired at 
*SEE*. The best quote of this era 
comes from the Vulture, who fateful- 
ly tells us, “A man with wings can do 
anything, but a man with a rocket 
can do EVERYTHING!” 

Interestingly enough (considering 
this box set’s title), there are no car- 
toons made in 1967. But that fits the 
overall, endearing shittiness of the 
entire series that we so love to make 
fun of (as does the fact that the 
entirety of the bonus features con- 
sists of a pathetic 400-word essay by 
Stan Lee).

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mit crimes that will make the Tracys 
look bad. Apparently, when the evil 
Hood’s diamond mine collapsed, 
Jeff and his sons were unable to save 
the maniacal mastermind and he 
holds a grudge. 

Kingsley is clearly in the film only 
for the paycheck. Sir Ben doesn’t 
add depth.to the shallowly written 
role, but then he doesn’t hit Raul 
Julia, die-of-embarrassment lows 
either. It would have been better to 
cast a B-list somebody like Bruce 
Campbell to ham up the part, 
though at least Kingsley doesn’t 
embarrass himself too much. 

If this all sounds silly to you, don’t 
worry: it is. And the filmmakers 
know it. From the pink, six-wheeled, 
flying car of Avengers-style British 
super spy, Lady Penelope, to the 
retro futuristic look of Tracy’s island,

John Hurwitz and Hayden

Kumar getting sandwiched ina 
bathroom stall between two 
horny babes with explosive 
bowel movements, trying to bed 
a mutant tow truck driver’s 
attractive wife, getting pawed by 
a stowaway raccoon, and having 
a run-in with a power tripping 
cop—nothing groundbreaking in 
terms of low-brow comedy 
either. A few of the ambitious 
gags do fly, however, notably 
Neil Patrick Harris (Doogie 
Howser) as an extreme partying 
version of himself, and an over- 
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the-top fantasy about a giant bag 
of weed inspired by Raging Bull. 
Still, in terms of laughs per 
minute, you’d do better to rent 
Half Baked or Cheech and Chong. 

Or, better yet, do yourself a 
favour and go see Napoleon 
Dynamite. It’s the funniest movie 
of the year and proves that hilar- 
ious characters don’t need 
bongs, boobies, bowel move- 
ments or burger ads to make you 
laugh like you just smoked a 
two-paper joint.

Fellini’s evocation of small-town Italy 
revived on big screen

THE AMERICAN TITLE FOR 
Federico Fellini's / Vitelloni was The 
Young and the Passionate. A more apt 
title might be The Young and the 
Useless. The protagonists of Fellini’s 
1953 sophomore directorial effort are 
good-for-nothing bums who hang 
around their small town on the 
Adriatic coast and sponge off their 
families, and cultivate pretensions 
about leading grown-up lives. 
They're selfish, boorish, drunken, 
philandering, and lazy,.and Fellini 
loves every one of them. 

It’s hard to imagine a film like I 
Vitelloni coming from the United 
States of 1953. Apart from its frank, 
non-moralizing portrayal of its on- 
the-cuff main characters, premarital 
sex, adultery, and allusions to homo- 
sexuality, I Vitelloni seamlessly 
blends comedy and drama with the 
rhythms of real life—tedious work, 
onerous family expectations, and 
outbursts of hedonism (Fellini loves 
a good party). Its rambling structure 
replaces a conventional plot, even 
though the film is quite eventful and 
the ending is wistfully optimistic

rather than happy. Not for decades 
would Hollywood produce any- 
thing even remotely like it. 

And, because it’s Fellini, 
Hollywood never really could pro- 
duce anything like it. The word 
auteur was first coined by a French 
critic in reference to Fellini, and even 
in his second feature you can sense 
how.entirely the director has 
grasped his medium—the fusion of 
sound, image, narrative, and emo- 
tion—to make his art. What's more, 
Fellini’s exacting evocation of the 
small-town Italy he grew up in, and 
his affection and respect for the sorts 
of people one finds there, give / 
Vitelloni an emotional depth that 
transcends its primary characteriza- 
tion as a comedy. 

You can see it in the way he stages 
the film’s numerous public celebra- 
tions. Fellini brilliantly conveys the 
profusion of high spirits and the 
myriad activities while he focuses 
attention trained on his principals. 
His camera reels through the crowd 
like a reveller, gathering up the 
details of communion and catharsis 
that punctuate the sleepy town’s 
grey post-season inertia. 

We first meet the boys—would-be 
playboy Fausto, aspiring intellectual 
Leopoldo, natty freeloader Alberto, 
musically gifted but dissolute 
Riccardo, and retiring but loyal

Morando—at the town’s beauty 
pageant, a little public spectacle 
dished up for the tourists. Fausto’s 
girlfriend, Sandra, wins the pageant 
and subsequently faints, which the 
attending doctor diagnoses as a case 
of pregnancy. A shotgun wedding 
ensues and, after a honeymoon in 
the big city, Fausto finds himself rail- 
roaded into a store clerk job by his 
helpful father-in-law. The problem is 
that Fausto, though essentially kind, 
is an inveterate skirt chaser, and 
none too discrete at that. What's 
worse, his trusting bride is 
Morando’s sister, and Morando qui- 
etly endures Fausto’s profligacy— 
for a while. 

Meanwhile, Fausto’s useless 
friends loiter about the margins of 
the main storyline, and their most 
momentous achievements generally 
involve resolutions they'll never see 
through, disagreements with their 
families, and, as the narrator wryly 
notes, changes in the way they wear 
their facial hair. 

Despite all the psychodrama and 
despondency, however, I Vitelloni 
never feels despairing. Through 
their worst mistakes, and through 
close scrapes with the consequences 
of their shortcomings, the main char- 
acters retain a zest for life that belies 
the inertia that keeps them from 
actually accomplishing anything. 

Though a DVD release of the film 
is in the offing, the new 35 mm print 
of I Vitelloni, presented by the Metro, 
is the best opportunity you've ever 
had to appreciate the luminous black 
and white photography, unerring 
composition, and raucous sound- 
track that form part of what makes 
the film so memorable.

ONE OF THE MANY JOYS OF THE 
Metro Cinema is that, unfettered by 
the demands of the market, they are 
able to bring in the obscure, the dis- 
gusting, or simply the very old. 

Many of the films of surrealist Luis 
Bufuel fall under at least one of these 
categories, and, ancient as his films 
are, it’s getting harder to see them 
projected, on film, in a theatre. But 
we're especially lucky—Metro 
screened a number of Bufiuel’s films 
in the winter of 2000, and we are again 
given the chance to enjoy two of his 
early works, Un Chien Andalou and 
L’Age d’Or. 

Un Chien Andalou, a collaboration 
with Salvador Dali, is probably one of 
the most famous short films ever 
made. And it has all the hallmarks of a 
great short film: its elegant reliance on 
strong imagery, a punchy use of 
soundtrack, and the fact that it was 
financed by the filmmaker’s mother. 
It's must-see cinema. We're all aware 
of the famous eyeball-razoring scene 
that proves that anyone with access to 
a butcher’s shop and some clever 
lighting can create special effects that 
puts our CGl-dependent bloodbaths to 
shame.

Frank Zappa fans together like a per- 
formance by his son. If the progeny of 
one of the world’s greatest experi- 
mental rockers had decided against 
playing a show in Edmonton, it is 
possible that the sounds of local hard- 
core punk band the Homewrekers 
may never have found it’s way to the 
eager ears of their growing fan base. 

Emily, aka Max Spazstyx—drum- 
mer, founder, and woman witha 
gigantic mural of Frank Zappa on her 
wall-was at Dweezil Zappa’s show 
when she randomly approached 
Lindzee and asked her if she played 
bass. “Is that just a lucky guess?” was 
Lindzee’s response, arid the 
Homewrekers were born.

Lindzee: This is my,goal, and proba- 
bly a goal of all of ours: when people 
see us, | want them to just be like, 
“they sound solid.

I don’t want people to con- 
stantly compare us to girl bands they 
know, I hate that—it's like they have 
to namedrop eight girl bands to get 
to what we sound like.

AC Newman pushes the pop beyond the parame- 
ters of his critically-lauded New Pornographers

BEING IN A SUPERGROUP IS 
not all that it’s cracked up to be. 
Sure, the pooling of superpowers 
from a number of musical luminar- 
ies may result in extraordinary 
music, better album sales, and more 
glossy magazine covers than indi- 
vidual members might attain on 
their own, but with those bonuses 

5 comes the combat of multiple cre- 
ative wills that seek to assert their 
visions in the work. 

This is even the case in the New 
Pornographers, the Vancouver band 
whose line-up includes country 
siren Neko Case, members of 
Destroyer and Limblifter, and film- 
maker Blaine Thurier. Though it’s a 
self-described benevolent dictator- 
ship under the primary control of 
Singer-tunesmith Carl Newman, the 
Tepresented musical egos need to be 
fed, which results in the 
Pornographers’ signature sound that 
involves gang vocals, soaring instru- 
mental arrangements, and a full-on 
power-pop wallop designed to come 
barreling out of your speakers and 
dig its hooks into your earholes. 

But in poses for the_ 
omographer’s Electric Version, the 
2003 album that landed on many 
year-end Top 10 lists, Newman 
‘ound he had a lot of material he 
didn’t find suitable for his current 
sand. With the help of some friends 
on the Vancouver music scene, and a

tener might even think the two pro- 
jects are one and the same. But 
Newman can set you straight on

“7 think there's a difference in that 
one is a full-on band—like, the 
Pornographers are a rock band, and 
that’s our strength. With my solo 
record, I wanted to pull back a bit 
and do things that were 
lower and with more space—ust as 
musically dense or interesting, but 
with more space. I’ve never been ina 
band where there’s space in the 
music, and that’s very interesting. 
With space in the music, different 
parts have a chance to just float.” 

Newman says taking his time in 
the studio and doing things “on his 
own specs” allowed him to build the 
record in a way he couldn't with 
bandmates vying for their moment 
in the spotlight. The parsimony of 
the process explains how he was 
able to release two albums full of his 
material within a year. 

“That's one reason I was able to 

ast, I didn’t go crazy in the 

” comments Newman. “In 
one case, the demo ended up on the 
record, even though we did another 
version in a big studio. There are 
some songs where the arrangement 
was worked out with the band, then 
there were songs that I started 
recording acoustically, then built 
them from there, adding the drums 
last. In the studio, I like to try every- 
thing, every possible approach or 
idea, and just see which one works.” 

Simpler and more spacious 
though the music is, Newman has 
still drafted half a dozen collabora- 
tors to put the music across live, 
including members of Vancouver's 
the Neins, who contribute a variety 
of orchestral colours, including 
trumpet and melodica on top of the 
usual rock instrumentation. And 
Newman wants you to know that 
even though he’s produced what he 
considers a mellower record with 
fewer indie-rock name brands, there 
is no concomitant sacrifice of live 

“We've only done a few shows so

Metal will never die in the hands 
of bands like Section VIII

YOU CANNOT KILL METAL. 
Regardless of whatever musical or 
fashion trend that happens to threat- 
en its existence, metal always 
remain: Itll reemerge from the lake 
to pull down your canoe, brazenly 
walk out of the flaming warehouse 
you blew up, or casually stand after 
repeatedly being run over by the 
semi, * 

Case in point, one of Edmonton’s 
most successful metal outfits, the 
Disciples of Power. After more than 
10 years of metamorphic metal 
incarnates (thrash-speed-death), one 
of its main contributors, Wes 
Sontag, took leave to develop his 
own creation, Section VIII. As 
Sontag witnessed DOP slug through 
the good and extremely rough times 
for metal in the 1990s, his blind 
determination to keep playing 
aggressive music, no matter who 
will listen, has never waned. 

Their new album is called Not of 
Sound Mind, and much like that 
indestructible anomaly that is metal, 
Sontag seems relentless in his pur-

What about in Edmonton? 

For a long time there wasn’t even 
venues we could play at.

For instance, that Cannibal 
Corpse show was packed and over- 
heated, but look at how long they've 
been going for. I think they've been 
steadily touring since 91. They'll 
probably never get bigger than what 
they are, but it’s still impressive con- 
sidering they‘re on the extreme side of 
metal. 


Is that extreme sound what you had 
envisioned for Section VIII? 

No, we're definitely more progres- 
sive. We're into bands like Dream 
Theatre while still trying to cross it 
over with the heavy stuff. It’s actually 
more of a musician thing for us—lots 
of thinking, counting, and focusing on 
what we're playing. 


I noticed you have a keyboard play- 
er, Could something like that turn 
off the metal ?

Didl find a rock ‘rn’ roll:mentor in Little Steven 


How did you meet Steven Van 
Zandt? 

I didn’t really know who he was. I 
met his assistant [at a Zombies show 
in NYC] and she said, “I’m with 
Steven.” This was New York City, 
so I'm like “Steven, oh, okay...” 
There was a guy in a bandana— 
Steven always wears a bandana— 
and he kinda looked familiar. We 
just started talking after the show, 
and we got along fabulously. 
Actually, he was the one who 
helped us decide on our name. 

He's always got things cooking. I 
remember him telling us a while 
ago that he was considering starting 
a record label. But instead of having 
real distributors he just wanted to 
have his albums for sale at Dunkin’ 
Donuts. He’s been talking with 
some of the managers, so you never 
know. 


On August 14th, you'll be playing 
at Little Steven’s Underground 
Festival in New York, along with 
Iggy and The Stooges and other 
“garage rock” bands. How do you 
see The High Dials fitting within 
that scene? 

Wealways wonder, because we're 
not a garage band at all. Garage rock 
to [Van Zandt] isn’t just The 
Stooges; garage rock is The Beatles 
also. That’s where we come from. 





He’s just trying to give a new name 
to rock ‘n’ roll again. It’s always 
going back and forth, but the bands 
all have the same aesthetics. I guess 
we fit in there somewhere. I'm just 
not sure where.” 


So is it the Beatles or the Who? 

We don't really know anymore. The 
Datsons were mod, right? We were 
like the jam of the Kinks and the 
Who. We've gotten older, and all of 
our influences just come pulling in 
now. We love Wilco, The Flaming 
Lips, and Teenage Fanclub, so it’s all 
over the place. It’s all good music, 
still. We're just a rock 'n’ roll band. 
When you come to terms with that, 
it makes it so much easier: 


This time you'll be doing a full 
North American Tour... * 

This is the first time we'll be driving 
through—Texas and such, The last 
tour we did was basically right 
before [A New Devotion] came out. 
People that came to see us knew us 
as the Datsons or they heard some 
buzz about The High Dials. 


Your lead singer’s name is Trevor 
Anderson. It seems there’s a Trevor 
Anderson ina band in every city in 
this country. In Edmonton, he’s a 
drummer for The Vertical Struts. 
Actually, there’s a Trevor Anderson 
from Haiti that’s wanted by the FBI 
also. We have the poster in our prac- 
tice space. 


What kind of message, if any, can 
be found in your music? 
Trevor's songs have a message of 
their own. It’s very much in the vein 
of Ray Davies. A New Devotion itself 
has a story [about a boy named Silas 
and his attempt to escape evil.pow- 
ers in a nightmarish city of the 
future]. But, the message is that 
music is life because that’s what we 
breathe everyday. Music is always 
around us, and it gives us light to go 
on. It might sound kinda new-agey 
or spiritual, but that’s just what it is 
for us. If you don’t love what you 
do and [don’t] believe in it, why 
bother doing it?

JAZZ AND BLUES NEWS 


JEEZ, A GUY GOES AWAY FOR A 
couple of weeks and everything changes. 
There's a new roots music venue in 
town, a new manager at the Commercial, 
the jazz festival is promoting a blues con- 
cert, and The Chateau Louis is hosting a 
blues night. 

The Back Stage is the new venue in 
town, located at 137 Ave. and 125 Street. 
New owner Al Schifano has taken on the 
formidable task of turning the former 
sports bar into a live music venue. The 
sound system is in place, entertainment 
bookings are underway, and the word is 
getting out. Local blues fixture Lionel 
Rault played the room during it’s grand 
opening this month and is impressed. 
“It's quite the room,” he enthuses. 
“Huge, with great sound. It’s pristine out 
front, and he’s done something that I’ve 
never heard of before and that’s to fill the 
stage with sand to deaden the on stage 
sound and eliminate all the booms that 
happen on hollow stages. We had a pret- 
ty good crowd and | hope it works for 
him.” 

With feature bands Friday and 
Saturday night, and jams Thursday 
Saturday, and Sunday, the room looks 
poised to make some waves in the north 
end. 

Meanwhile, Edmonton's longest run- 
ning blues bar has a new manager, look, 
and philosophy. Jim Saxon, who was 
hired on at the Commercial a couple of 
months ago, has been making changes 
to the bar and hotel in a bid to resusci- 
tate the business. He comes froma 
unique position of strength: his résumé 
includes work as a sound consultant 
with Tascam and Sound Craft, and as a 
CGA with four years’ and two degrees’ 
worth of experience crunching num- 
bers. “! convinced the board of direc- 
tors that the hotel needed some major 
work to remain a viable entity. We've 
embarked on a plan that will see all of 
the rooms refitted,” Saxon reports. 

However, the majority of regulars will 
see this philosophy expressed in a dif- 
ferent way. “The bathrooms in the bar 
were my number one priority,” contin- 
ues Saxon. “We've also moved the 
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sound board, brought in new bass bins 
and a new board. We'll also be redesign- 
ing the bar area to make it more user 
friendly, Really, we want to. reward long- 
time patrons with a comfortable atmos- 
phere where they can enjoy quality 
music at a reasonable price. We want 
people to have a good time and the 
musicians to feel they are appreciated as 
well.” : 

This week, Tacoy Ryde celebrates 
their 36th birthday in the hotel, and ex- 
Buckwheat Zydeco band member 
Selwyn Cooper brings his New Orleans 
R&B show into town the next week. 

Tickets for Jonny Lang, at the 
Winspear August 14th, are moving 
along quite briskly. According to Kent 
Sutherland from Jazz City, “They were 
really flying out the door when they went 
on sale last week, but there are still good 
seats available.” This observer caught 
Lang's act a couple of weeks ago at the 
Waterfront Festival in Portland, OR. - 
Basically-a rocker with blues roots, you 
should expect Lang to rip the roof off 
the Winspear. Elsie Osborne will open. 

The Chateau Louis Hotel is getting 
into the blues gig business this month. 
Blues Juno winner Morgan Davis will 
perform as part of a “Blues Night” on 
Thursday, August 19th. The evening also 
includes music by the Tuxedo Junkies, a 
southern-style barbecue, dancing, and 
fun from 6 pm until 1 am. Tix and info

and Dave Navarro Band’s guitarist 
Dave Kushner) has become one of 
rock’s hottest topics. 
Enthusiastically anticipated by 
media and public alike, this band 
| has received more column inches of 
press since their inception than 
most bands generate over years of 
rock ‘n’ roll service. Unfortunately 
though, due to Weiland’s highly 
publicized personal problems, 
much of that press has revolved 
around the battles over his band. 
And he’s tired of it. pote 
Tarting themselves up for the 
press just prior to the release of 
— their debut album, Contraband, the 
quintet treated the press to an 
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Australias Coolest New Wine 


exclusive conference at one of 
Toronto’s more upscale hotels 
“Treat,” here, means making all in 
attendance wait for well over an 
hour while the band “prepared” for 
us—whatever that involved. 

Strolling out to inevitable ass- 
kissing applause, Weiland was 
quick to head off any personal 
questions at the conference’s onset 

“If any of you ask me about [any- 
thing personal] today—first, | 
won't answer the question. Then 
I'll tell you to fuck off, get up from 
the table, walk away, and not come 
back,” he said before most journal- 
ists even had a chance to open 
their notebooks. 

“I’m sick of journalists sticking 
their tongue up my ass during the 
interview, then turning around 
and trying to fuck me up the ass— 
without lube—from a safe dis- 
tance,” he continued, justifying his 
somewhat rude statement. 

Setting a gloomy mood for the 


conference (all personal questions 
were thereafter stricken), the tone 
was rendered darker as McKagan 
was quick to jump into the fray, 
cutting off a local DJ mid-question 
Building up to ask the band why 
they would bother with Velvet 
Revolver when all of them are 
swimming in cash and fame, 
McKagan shot out angrily

ful than any one of us.” 

Given the truckloads of dollars 
injected into advertising and pro- 
motion (e.g., the fancy vinyl ban- 
ners that flanked the band at the 
conference), one is quick to ques- 
tion McKagan’s heartfelt yet obvi- 
ously poorly thought-out 
response.

beats, Marc Leclair was chopping 
meat. In 2000, he decided it’d be

Are there any artists you'd like to 
work with in the future? 
It was great doing a remix for a 


mainstream artist like Massive 
Attack, but I'd like to work more 
with underground artists like 
Cabaret Voltaire or Thomas Dolby 
as well. I think it’s important for 
people in the u rround to work 
with more and rm people to help 
it move forward. If you only work 
with underground artists it can 
become only reserved for certain 
crowds. I want to make music for 
everyone. 


You mentioned you loved ambient 
music. Is that a possibility?
